I told \ou I had a promise from Captain 
Parker, that he would give me the sub- 
■taaot Of his record -proof in the case of an 
outrage, the deliberate liendishuess of 
which out-ilerods Herod in savage cruelty. 
H.s proaUae has bteu kept. Years sgo 
thero came up from this ••howling wilder- 
BBBS M OBoaatoaal wails of woe, and tales of 
woe, aad tales af atrocity more horrible 
I ban the bloodthirsty work of cannibals. 
We were incredulous to believe any one, 
having the semblance of the Anglo-Saxon 
race, and a tithe of civilization and enlight- 
enment in his composition, coiUd be guilty 
of each cruelty to animal kind, whether 
man or brine. Tho conquering sword of 
the North has carried with it a free press 
BB Ipso, and as these heretofore exclusive 
Btatoa are now the possessed land of "this 
glorious Yankee Nation"— a pari of "Undo 
Sam's farm''— socieiy may calculate, as in 
every part of the North, to be impartially 
scrutinized and thoroughly criticised, and 
mirrored to the world. Exclusiveness was 
darkness in which your evil deeds were 
hid! The light is glaring full upon you to- 
day, and mankind sits in judgment over 
your deportment — ye people of the South ! 
But to ihe outrage. 

One John M. Ingram, a resident of Car- 
vela county, a score of miles from Griffin, 
formerly owned a young and intelligent 
quadiorn.

Patting the other ead of the rope through a 
hook in the juice above (which thus became 
a pulley,) he tire w her arms up as far as 
possible without dislocating them from 
their a OfaBB.

Hon. Robart& Hale, of Elizabethtown, 
New York, was nominated at a convention 
held at Port Henry, on tho 10th iust., for 
member of Congress from the Kith district 
of New York, in place of Orlando K- Hogg, 
deceased. The opposing candidate was 
Judge Ferris, of Warren county. Mr. Hale 
and his competitor, Judge Ferris, are both 
graduates of the University of Vermont. 

At the recent election of a new Legisla- 
ture in California, the Union parly gained 
a complete victory. The State Senate tick- 
et i.-. composed of 'forty members, of whom 
nineteen hold over from last year, and 
twentv-four were elected on September 6. 
Of the nineteen who hold over, only two 
are Democrats, and five other Democrats 
have been elected this year, making seven 
Damocruls in all against thirty-threo Un- 
ionists. In the Assembly, the Democrats 
claim twenty-live members. The Union

( Heretofore the State has been so nicely bal- 
anced that we have barely saved the Legis- 
lature, and it will bo remembered that 
year before last the rebels captured a Union 

I member of the Beaate, aad thus enabled 
their copperhead friends to hold that body 

; by a lie vote. The people have decided to 
remedy that difficulty by giving the Re- 
publicans such a decided majority that the 
abduction of a member will not neutralize 
that branch. 

It will have been noted that, while most 
or all provisional governors have made 
haste tocall conventions to reconstruct their 
several States, Governor Hamilton, of 
Texas has forborne. The reason we un- 
derstand to be that he believes the timo for 
such a movement has not yet arrived. He 
wishes the loyal sentiment to have bt-come 
thoroughly predominant through discus- 
sion and enlightenment, belore the State 
shall be reconstructed. This seems to us 
eminently wise and prudent; and we hear 
with regret that intimidations, if not posi- 
tive orders, have recently been forwarded 
to him from Washington which will prob- 
ably constrain him to call a convention 
forthwith. 

Hon. Joseph BBBBr, of Virginia, in a re- 
cent speeeb m Richmond, declared that the 
southerners "were inexpressible gainers by 
emancipation." He further said: 

"I speak from experience and observa- 
tion. In my own eounty, where emanci- 
pation has been in practical operation from 
the commencement of the war, and on the 
eastern shore of Virginia, where the policy 
has been fairly tested, it is an ascertained 
tact that Ihe* farmers make more clear 
money with hired colored labor than they 
did when they cultivated their farms with 
their own slaves. The profit is generally 
doubled; iu some cases trebled. 

The Spirit of tue Sorth. 

t'r.-iutho Boston Journal. } 
It certainly seems somewhat singular, 
under the circumstances, that any one 
should be fouud to accuse the people of tne 
North of an intolerant spirit towartl tho 
Southern poapla. Even the most radical 
men have expressed views of singular mod- 
eration in regartl to any specific punish- 
ment to be meted out to individual rebels, 
and no ono is fouud to advocate capital 
panishmeal any further than the mo-t Bb> 
soluto necessities of public safety BBsy re- 
quire, while a gr- -at many condemn it alto- 
gether. It would be interesting wero the 
data at hand lo compare the course of the 
United States fin Trim BWinl in dealing with 
the rebellion with that which has followed 
the suppiession of any revolt, uprising, or 
attempted revolution with which history 
bafl made us acquainted. If we turn to 
Poland, Hungary, or Ireland, we shall find 
repression exercised with mere: baa sever- 
ity, surrender followed by no attempts at 
taB amelioration or com -nation of the peo- 
ple, anu no efforts on the parts of the gov- 
ernments to alleviate those sufferings 
which were produced by the c,.ntc*t. When 
we consider, tnso, the very b-nieut and 
moderate measures pursued by our Gov- 
ernment from the beginning, aud tiie won- 
derful forbearance manifested, while/ the 
most heartless and cruel provocations, Ihe 
most irritating and detiant t units, were 
practised by aud hurled from tho rebels, 
we may be bure of that favorable judgment 
bom i lie world so impressively invoked by 
tho Great Emancipator whenever the his- 
tory of iho war is written. 

But it is perhaps more nearly written and 
understood now than may he generally 
thought possible. One such trial as that of 
the monster Wirz reveals to shuddering 
humanity a liendishuess without parallel, 
whieh would consigu to eternal infamy the 
tirest cause the sun over shone upon. Iu 
ontrast with the spirit which this reveals, 
one turns wilh a lighter heart to tho con- 
templation of what the North is doing for 
ihe Southern people. Everywhere it oflers 
the choicest fruits of the Christian civiliza- 
tion of ihe age. New England is great in 
enterprise, unsurpassed in intellect and 
universal activity; but her chief glory is in 
those humane institutions and araflUOM 
which huve for thf ir object the elevation of 
the poor and humble, the c.re and allevia- 
tion of the suffering and unfortunate. 
While the Government and statesmen are 
SBXlaasly pondering questions of recon- 
struction, money, food, and clothing is free- 
ly bestowed by the Northern people to sup- 
pl3' the BOOaawMBOf the South. But while 
much has been done, much remains to be 
done. Unquestionably the coming winter 
at the South will he oue of extreme desti- 
tution and misery, both for white and 
black. Like all the nations born to liberty 
iu this world, the blacks must lie made |»er- 
fect through Mifferiug, and, like all who 
have blindly taken up the sword against 
true progress, the once dominant ruce must 
take the bitter consequences. 

The only revenge which wo of the North 
should take is that of spreading our schools 
and our free Christian institutions through- 
out Ihe laud. We must expect to be called 
upon often for contributions in money and 
in clothing. The responses to such calls 
should be as liberal, free, and hearty as our 
means will allow us to make. A few impor- 
tant points held in the South, a low asylums 
built, where the children of the black and 
white loyalists are received, already have 
their iuiiuence. If judiciously managed, 
they will affect more iu winning over the 
affections of all classes to the Union thau 
almost any other ngencj- which is likely to 
be employed. It is moreover absolutely iu- 
disponasfae that the few loyalists there, of 
whatever station, he built up and sustained 
against the bitter feeling which mostly pre- 
vails agaiustthem. Whatever tho President 
may do, or fail to do, whatever may be the 
course pursued when Congress shall assem- 
ble, the people will not, we are purstiaded, 
neglect those duties which the times de- 
mand, and which tho approach of winter 
renders more imperative antl urgent. Chan- 
nels are not wanting through which the 
humblest offering may reach its desired ob- 
ject, and out of the abundance of the North 
these beneficent streams, which bave not 
OBMad to flow since the beginning of the 
war, will continue their good work until 
pacification is complete.

DANGERS AHEAD. 

The statement that appeared in our tele- 
graphic columns re-ptvting the Pierpont 
episode at the Treasury Department a day 
or two Biuce, seems to bo confirmed. We 
give it again according to the version ot the 
Cincinnati (iaz -tte's .special correspondent: 

IpM a scone occurred at the Treasury 
Department yesterday, the curtain falling 
on ibeexpu sion of .Governor Pierpont, of 
Virginia, by Hon. Freeman EL Ulark, 
Comptroller of Curreue*y. It appeara that 
Governor Pierpont, in visiting tbe office of 
Mr. Clark, took occasion to give a pVMUM- 
ly emphatic expression on our MwTonal 
policy, denouncing tbe Government in un- 
measured term*, for expecting that the 
Southern people would tamely submit to 
taxati >n for the payment of the public debt. 
His conduct ai last became so indecorous 
and violent that it passed the bounds of tol- 
eration, and Mr. Clark peremptorily order- 
ed hfM to h ave the office. He replied to the 
order by slowly retreating to th9 door, the 
knob o' which be retained for a MMM in 
order to still turther define his position. He 
was again diie/*ted to leave the room, and 
thinking discretion the better part of valor, 
complied with the order. 

If this were simply a piece of isolated folly 
aud impertinence on the purt of Governor 
Pierpont, with MO political or representa- 
live significance, it would not de-serve 
special comment. 

Rut it ha* significance. Human nature 
and current MMMl furnish only too solid a 
MMl - for the MM iMMM that the de'termiua- 
tiein will be general on the part of Southern 
politicians to resist paying or assisting to 
pay the cost of their own subjugatiou. The 
Southern press i*t ominously Hileut oa the 
sui-j' ct, where indeed it does not express 
similar sentiments to those reported above. 
The Southern conventions pass informal 
MMUMVmb, declarat ive of doctrines and be- 
lief tm other topic*, but avoid thla with 
linger on their lips. The usual machinery 
for political spouting i.'. onco more in pretty 
fair running order in the S:>uth, but nohcdy 
spouts a line or a word in behalf of tLe na- 
tional credit. 

The Democrae*y of Louisiana, emboldeii- 
e.l by President Johnson's magnanimity, 
which they mistake for political treachery, 
and a symptom of the general slump ol 
national virtue, have resolved to demand 
compensation for losses incurred during 
tbe war by the direct acts of the Govern- 
ment, and "specially far tbe loss of slave 
property. Uuiwrsa! amnesty, now e very- 
where anticipated in tho South, would of 
course insure the political triumph of this 
party, if indeed its triumph be not already 
iu-ured, both in Louisiana aud in every 
e>the*r rebel State*. And askiug such enorm- 
ous c uoessions as this is equivaleu*, of 
course, to a preliminary warning ot a forth- 
coming policy of repudiation. No poiitica 
leader MMMM in the land can seriously 
cherish the expectation lh..t the Govern- 
ment will ever MMMl for one moment 
any sucn projiosiliou ns the Louisiana Dem- 
ocrats make on this point. 

Tbe presence of some sther motive, the 
stimulus of MM <'ther heipe than compen- 
sation for lo«-ts, was very certainly the oc- 
casion of Ihr t resolve. It is some months 
since- snrewd politicians of the North 
warned the e-ountry that MM tirst st-. p to- 
ward* repudiation of MM rational debt by 
the South, in e-ase of immedMM restoration 
to power, would be a demand for MM value 
of their liberated slaves. The [MMM 
democrats already feel safe enough in this 
MMMM Of legainiug power to play the first 
MMd, 

The development cf "reconstruction" 
BMMMH will MMMM MM greater or less 
promptness with which their example will 
be followed in the rather rebel States. Hy a 
sufficient NatM t i:b<;ut the injustice- of the 
Government in refusing to pay far private- 
property taker; or destroyed duringthe war, 
MMjMJfcdi MJ MM to prepare tbe way for 
aw kening unanimous resistance to the ad- 
MMMl injustice of compelling the much- 
enduring and uuhajipy South to pay the 
Ml Mf Ml own overthrow. 

It is biguiucant in this conue*ction how 
almost unanimous the rebel p-ople are in 
the s.-t:se of perfect affiliation with that 
faction in the North which is as ready ns 
Governor Pierpont himself for repudiation. 

If patriots fail to see and to heed these 
sign* of impending mischief, confusion and 
dishonor u> the nation, it is theirown fault. 
The means of prevention are still in 
MMMMB hands. Let the test oath M ad- 
hered to, and let the Southern States be 
MM M abeyance until "irreversible guar- 
MMMM** MM secured. Ifthe-e things are 
not done, ruin to the nation's credit and 
ehao* to its finances will come like the 
sweiop of a vulture. 

KllCOXSTRUCTED I MOXIS1U. 

It is curious, and not without instructive 
warning lo notice the inveterate tenacity of 
Stale Sovereignty faith in tho South — the 
inability of Southern politicians to see any- 
thing but a huge conglomerate of sovereign- 
-. sii pele-ss and without individuality of 
its own, in tho structure of this Republic. 
A recent discussion be 'ween the New York 
Times and Post on the grammatical pro- 
priety of connecting a plural verb with the 
term "United Stales'' gives rise to the fol- 
lowing comments bj the Augusta Consti- 
tutionalist: 

Of MMMM Times isrighl, tiuce "the 
United .-states ' i.s timt the name of a power in 
the same MMM as "Prance" or "Russia," or

The recognition of the individual sover- 
eignty of MMM "politic il autonomies," and 
the denial of independent sovereignty to 
ilic Unu**(l Stab s i.s very explicit here. Tho 
MMMM adds lha! "light at last seems to be 
cotniug out ot darkness," when journals Op 
the Times stripe affirm the grammatical ac- 
curacy of a plural verb, in the casein ques- 
tion ! 

And ho dedu'-cs tho following rather 
large results from what he deems the MM 
cession eif the Time-s: 

Since the Times goes so far, however, it 
would not be amiss perhaps, for it, and 
Other journals of Ita own stripe, lo go one 
step further and ask itai .1 ibis ejuestion, if 
in 1861 thir y-two States wen* ihe United

were thirty-two Stat- s, neither more or 
less— bow a light b ot W OM nineteen of those 
States on one side and twelve on the other, 
could.

Till then, 
however, it will only be, in tbe e\e of im- 
partial justice, a contest— to put it arithine- 
lically — ot 12-32 against lD-liii-to put it poli- 
cally— not a rebellion but a civil war. 

This is the doctrine, pure and simple, on 
which the assumed legal validity of seces- 
sion was based. If it be corrfct, the nine- 
teen conquering States are guilty of the 
same enormous crime which we are wont 
to ascribe to the twelve conquered ones. 
They are, in short, tbe guilty party, aud 
tbe unavoidable inference is that they 
should begin with all humility and dili- 
gence to make every reparation that is now 



each State holds within itself, so to speak, 
and as a part of its own power whatever of I 
United Stales authority exi.-ts within its 
iMMM Of courso it has a right to do j 
what M pleases with what is so utterly aud I 
absolutely its owu. Aud of course no State J 
can n*bel nguinxt the United States any 
more than Canada or Mexico can. And 
there is obviously nothing but State gov- 
i rMMMM to which individuals oweaupreme 
allegiance.

MORK SlIOCKINvi KllVULATiONS FROM 

Andkr.sonvili.e.— In the Audcrscuville 
prison cemetery are buried, according to 
tho report of Lieutenant Colonel A. C. 
Hamlin, Medical Inspector, United State* 
Army, a great r number of men than all 
the Rritish soldier* put together, who 
perished on the bloody fields of the Crimea, 
Waterloo, Salamanca to Albucra, Yittoria 
and New Orleans. The tables of statistics 
give the amount of food produced by the 
surrounding country, showing it to have 
beeu amply sufficient for supplying all the 
necessities existing at tho prison. The 
density of the population is compared with 
camps Ancient and Modern, and the ratio 
ol in r ality ns MMd v.ith the prisons 
and hospitals of Europe, showing il to 
have lien cnoiraoualy excessive. Many 
Of the photographic views which accom- 
pany this report were taken by tho rebels 
themselves, when they were gloating over 
the mortality and sufferings of the prison- 
ers.

Execution ok Magrudbr.— Henry C. 

Magrudc-r, the guerrilla, paid tho penalty of 
his mauy crimes yesterday. It will be re- 
membered that Magruder was NMMd 
near Braudenburg ou iho 12lh of March, by 
a detachment of tbe 30th Wisconsin. At 
the time of his capture he was MtMffWg 
from a severe wound, which be bad received 
a few days previous in a tight with some 
Federal soldiers. H^ was conQned to his 
bed for about five months, and Mi only . 
pronounced convalescent on the 1st of Sep-^ 
tember. After his arrest hundreds of peo- 
ple- in the State came up and made charges 
against him. A military Commission wa*i 
convened in this city on the YMh of Sep- 
tember, and the prisoner was arraigned for 
trial on the following charge 1 and specifica- 
tions: 

Charge 1st— Btfing a guerrilla. 
Charge 2d— Murder. 

Under this he*ad there were seventeen I 
specifications. Tho four first specifications I 
were that Magrud-'r was present with Sue 
Mundy aud with malice aforethought did 
kill James Engle, Chailes Rarnett, Jacob 
Wiustead and Joseph U.irnett. This niur- ; 
dor MM committed at tho Lebanon June'- j 
lion on the 8th of January. The fifth and I 
sixth specifications were that he was pre- "j 
sent and aided in the murder of Surgeon j 
Shirk, of a Peuusylvauia cavalry regiment, 
and Capt. R. McCorm ick of MMl nd. , cav- 
alry. This murder was committed bMj! 
Dardstown, on the* 29th of DeOQMhoi. Sur- 
geon Shirk and Captain McC'ormick were 
visiling some MMMMj MMl MM guerrilla 
party came up and murdereel them. The 
seventh specification charged him with the 
murder of Edward Caldwell, in Bullitt 
county, on the 5th of January. Tho eighth 
specification charged him with the MMNMt 
of Prank Craely, a soldier, in Larue eounty, 
on the 17th of November, lSiii. Magruder 
pleaded not guilty to all I iie charges. When 
the trial was about to take place, he MM for 
General Whitaker, and told him he was j 
without money und without friends, and j 
asked that he would defend him. The 
General entered into the Mfl I earnestly, und 
labored hard for his cib nt. Tho OoMMJe* 
mission, alter hearing all the evidence, and 
the arguments of Ge neral Whitaker for the 
prisoner, and Colonel Coylo for the prosecu- 
tion, found Magruder guilty and sentenced 
him to be hung, The proceedings and 
findings were approved, and the exe*e-ulion 
ordered. Tho prisoner was informed of the 
result about eight days ago, and told to 
make his prtparatious. He express-, o no 
surprise at the result, and commenced his 
preparations. 

TIIK riUSONKll, 

Henry C. Magruder was a very young MMM, 
only about twenty-two years of age. Uks 
father elied some years ago, leaving him the 
support of a widowed mo: her and MMM 
During Ihe excitement of lsol, Magruder, 
like thousands of OMMM young men iu cur 
State, was led off by the pla'isiblo stories ol 
th^ wily leaders of see* ■ -ion in Kentucky. 
V-ing of eauguino temperament lie was 
soou MMMMMMM in MM fatal cause M had 
espoused. He joined the forces cf MMM 
at Muldrauuh's Hid, aud was with that 
Goueral at Port D oue-lson, but made his 
MMM alter tbe surreueler. Ho was then 
-elected as one of Albert IMJltoj JOMMMO 
body-guard and was v. ith him at the* battle 
of Sliiloh. AJhV the death of Johnson, Ma- 
gruder cast his fortunes with John Morgan, 
and was with him in all his raids, escaping 
when Morgan's forces wero dispersed at 
Bulliugton. Alter that disaster he returned 
to Kentucky and joined a guerrilla band. 
Ho soon made himself consptcueiu j and 
was iecogn;z-d MM Mador. His career in 
this Statu is known lo almost every one. 
Pe>r a time his name was a terror through- 
out tho who:e Slate. He coutendvd that 
his whole MMM was guided by what be 
conceived to be his duty, a, d that he acted 
not with malevolence, but as a Confederate 
soldier. 

His mother, with two of his aunts and 
two cousins, arrived in the city the first ol 
MM week and visited him. The interview 
with his mother ou Thun.day was particu- 
larly affecting. Yesterday morning all ol 
bis relatives visited him anel spent most of 
the forenoon, lie was in good spirit.-:, and 
conversed in a lively manner. They left 
him about noon, taking a final leave. His 
mother was much affected, but Magrudei 
wm calm and collected. He bade her a 
cheerful good-bye, and asked her to bear il 
I ravely. About one o'clock the troops 
composing the garrison at tbo prison were 
called out, and all the preparations ior the 
execution e*ompl»ted. A good many visit- 
ors were present, and every available place 
contiguous to tho prison crowded wit'i pi o- 
olo anxious to M a fellow-mortal hurled 
into eternity. 

THE EXECUTION. 

At twenty-five minutes past three o'clock 
Magruder was to'd tliat his time had nr- 
tived. Ho remarked: ' it |g hard, but I 
reckon it i.s fair.*' He hail up to this time 
expected a respite. He soon dlQBMd hlM 
MM and announced thalne was ready. He 
was dressed in raised woollen pantaloons, 
with a jacket usually woru by guerrillas, 
trimmed with gold lace. 

At half-past three o'clock the prisoner ap- 
peared with a cigar iu his mouth, his right 
arm thrown familiarly over the shoulder of 
General Whittaker. He walked with a 
firm step, and ascended tho scaffold with a 
light, graceful air. There was no sign of 
bar visible, nor was there any of the bra- 
vado of the hardened criminal. It was the 
look of a man who knew no fear. A faint 
shudder was perceptible as ho g anced at 
ihe fatal noose, but it MM momentaiy. 
Captain Neale, of the 18th U.-.-ulars, pro- 
ceeded to read tho charges and specifica- 
tions, but the prisoner MMM not to heed 
them. With a faint smile he gazed Ml MM 
troops around tho scaffold, and then, with 
a sweeping glance, looked at the large 
crowd on tho different house-tops. Again 
he would look back at tho dismal prison he 
had just left, and from which his fellow- 
prisouers, some of them under sentence of 
death, were gazing. Glancing up, he look 
erne lingering look at the sun, which wus 
shining brightly upon him for tho last 
time. A Bhade of sorrow seemed to pass 
over his features. When tbo reading of the 
sentence was concluded, he threw his arm 
affectionately around Pather Brady, his 
spiritual udviser, and asked him M MO that 
his body was sent homo for interment. When 
asked if be had anything to say, ho replied 
"not a word." He then stepped back upon the 
trap, when his arms and legs were bound. 
He coolly glanced down, and requested that 
he would bo carefully fixed. When the 
fatal noose was being placed around his 
neck he bent his head forward to aid iu tho 
process. Not a muscle moved. Thero was 
uo sign of weakness. The white cap was 
placed over his face, and the attendants 
left the MMMM At ten MMMM to four 
o'clock the drop fell, and Heury Magruder 
was dangling In the air, the victim of men 
who "fired the Southern heart." The fall 
did not break his neck, but he died easy, 

In five 



minutes he was dead.. After hanging 
twelve minutes the body was cut down and 
placed in a box. It will be deliver- d to his 
mother. She will have it interred in a 
grave-yard in Marion county.

Tl e Wirz Trial— Argument of the Judge 
Advocate. 

WasHinotox, Oct. 20.— Colonel Chipman 
this morning read his argument on the 
part of the prosecution iu the Wirz trial. 
He said he had thought it best to notice 
first, such legal objection* as have ljeen 
maiototho Commission aa a judi ial tri- 
bunal, and such other objection's aa may be 
deemed worthy of not ice touching the man- 
ner in which the case has been tried. 

2d. To present a truthful analysi-t of the 
testimony with regard lo the responsibility 
of tho parties for the purpose of^uscertaiug, 
as nearly as language can poiiray them, 
the horrors of Andersonville, that we iuay 
be prepared to appreciate fully the tearful 
responsibility of those inculpated by the 
evidence. 3d. To examine tho charge al- 
leging conspiraci 7 in this couuee-tion, show- 
ing the extent of the conspiracy, its pur- 
ports, and the criminality of eacn of the 
Bonapiratora. And -ith. To show the guilt 
of the prisoner at tho bar under charge 
second. He first argued the jurisdiction of 
tho court, and referred to I he fact thut w it- 
nesses had been summoned for the defense, 
the Government bearing the exjiense, be- 
sides incurring another heavy expense iu 
faratabiag ihe counsel with a eoninlete 
copy ofthe record from dny to day. Much 
indulgence hail been extended to the de»- 
tbaaa iu contract wBh the treatment to our 
solelieiv. He noticed the evidence showing 
the horrible condition of Andersonville and 
the puttering inflicted there, and theu pro- 
jet ded to unfoid the extent of the conspi- 
racy, its purposes, anil the cruel and devil- 
Bh means resorted to by tho conspirators 
to accomplish their ends. 

He said though at the head of this treason 
were Americans, prominent iu the council 
ol the nation, they had forfeited all rights; 
they had ceased to represent tho true spirit 
Of Americanism; they were outlaws aud 
crimhi d", uud cannot hy their crimes taint 
our fair Executive. He referred lo these 
leaders sanctioning hruial conduct on the 
P'irt of their soldiers; perpetrating unheard 
of cruellies at Bibby and Belle Isle; encour- 
aging atrocities; propositions for retaliation 
in their OoaMjreaa; sanctioning guerrilla 
w arfare, stc-ambout burning, city burning, 
sending iufected clothing to our capital, and 
other barburitiis. 

Colonel Ghipnaaa consider! d the }>ositiou 
held by General Winder. The testimony 
shows that he was for a long time in full 
control ofthe prisons in the South, and BMW 
ProVOat Marshal around Richmond. His 
authority was tdmo.-t unlimited, and he 
was constantly sustained by Davis and 
Benjamin. The rebel authorities decided 
to establish a prison at And er ao n viUo, and 
Ihe management of the matter was given lo 
Winder. 

Colonel Chipman proceeeled to show how 
the plan was arranged and carried out, and 
quoo-d from the te-stimony lor that purpose. 
It was not possible that such an immense 
prft aa was unknuwu to the Richmond au- 
thorities, and that the management aud 
suhsistence was left to Wirz. It was shown 
that Winder remained true to his purpo3o, 
as ht; declared, to build a pen thnt would 
kill more damned Yankees than could be 
destroyed la the front. 

The prisoner at the bar, despite all his pre- 
teneled nroteata, and individual instances of 
humaniiv, remained as he said iu his letter 
to Gen. Wilson, the tool in the hands of his 
superiors. 

Col. Chipman then reviewed the barbari- 
ties placet! on evidence before the Court. 
He asked the Court If it was not convince 1 
th it Wir;-. Bated in harmony with Ihe com- 
mon design and carried out Winder's plans 
He proceeded to show that the evidence 
connected the Ittnhwond Government with 
the etrodtiea, end cited the (act thai . ven- 
der's conduct was upheld at BIchOMMld, 
when he should bava hecu tried for cruelty 
and violations of the laws of war. 

Evidence ihoarad that no steps were 

taken by any one la authority to alleviate 
the Buffering* of the piisontrs. 

Colonel Chipman u-xt proceeded to ex- 
imine into the eraeltioa perpetrate I, iu e>r- 
de-i to more at rtainly convict Wirz with 
oapiraey. He referred to the record of 
barbarities contrary to the uaages of w;ir, 
and instanced the stoppage of rations, 
stocks aad daa I lino. Alter tracing the cru- 
ettaae, Colooal c. aahed if they eoald aat 
safely stop there aad ask thnt Wirz bo re- 
corded as one of tho conspirators. The 
claim that he was acting aader a superior 
is no ex-use, as a superior otlicer cannot 
der a subordinate to do an illegal thine. 
If ho obeyed illegal orders front Winder 
both were guilty, and If be acted on his own 
motive he was "guilty. He then proceeded 
to ant*— the guut of Snrgeoaai White ar.vl 
Stevenson who inoculated prisoners with 
impure malte-r under Wirz's superinten- 
dence. He coucluded as follows: Thia. 

> record of history, aaalaat the eharaaj 
bouse of An tiers ouville. Bet the mouths of 
those who would defend thc>se atrofiltate by 
tccritninatiou, citar_ing the Cniteel States 
Government with lik^ cruelties, forever 
hereafter be closed.

Execution of Champ Ferguson-— stage 
Attacked by Wajhwej men. 

Nashville, October 20.— Champ Fergu- 
son the outlaw, murderer and assa.-siu, who 
ha*i been the terror of the country for the 
Beat tiiree years, met his just fato at the 
hands of tho executioner within the walls 
ofthe Stale penitentiary to-day at 25 min- 
utes to 1^ o'clock. During yesterday, aad 
up to the hour of execution, his wife and 
daughter remained with him. When ho 
arrived at the scaffold th<> charges and 
:-p< citieations, numbering 23, were read to 
him by Col. One Her, oommauderof the post, 
to some lOor 12 of which he nodded assent. 
When a.-,ked If he had anything lo my, be 
replied: He couldn't talk; but there were 
many charges of which ho knew nothing 
about; others ho admitted. During the 
reading ho said to Shaftor, I could tell it 
better than that. 

During tbe whole reading and prayer 
which followed, occupying some thiny-fivo 
minutes, Champ sto.nl perfectly selt-poa- 
se^ssed. Not a muscle moved, or a sigu of 
tremor, save when allusion was made to 
his wife ami child. A few tears rolled down 
his face while ou the drop. Ho conversed 
witli Coionel Shatter, ami said be did not 
deny anything ho had done. He did not 
want to "be cut or have his body disturbed, 
but put iu that coffin (indicating it with his 
head aad sent to his wife in White county. 
He said, "I want to lie in my own grave- 
yarel at home." 

Champ's last w ords, after the white cap 
had been drawn over his face, were : "O, 
Lord, have mercy on me, I pray"— aud im- 
Bkwdiately the drop fell. 

Alter hanging thirteen miuutes his heart 
was found to beat regularly. Death was 
produced by strangulation. Alter thirty- 
KTO raiwntee the hotly was cut ilown aad 
Ufa pronounced extinct. The body was for- 
wardad to his family iu White county, 
Tenu. The execution was strictly private, 
not over 300 people being present, including 
the military. 

A stage-coach running to Lebanon was 
attacke'tl by highwaymen on Wednesday, 
near the Hermitage, twelve miles from 
Nashville.

helpless women and children, and whose 
lodges vara ornamented with the fresh 
scalps ot their victims; and that the pro- 
tection of the people*, sefety of lives, of sup- 
ply, mail and telegraphic communication 
deaaaad that the theater of these Indian 
difficulties be created into a department, 
with unexperienced western Indian fight- 
ing general in command.
